As to the cost of new plans, specifications and lists the price is usually four 
times the cost of a stack plan of similar sire and construction. You are fur- 
nished with three copies of everything. For special plans pencil sketches arc 
sent you for your criticism, the final plans are not completed until sketches 
meet your approval.
